The  Senate  amendment  to  the  appro¬ 
priation  bill  providing  $250,000  for  a 
tcachors’  training  school  building  at 
the  College  hero  was  concurred  in  by 
tlio  House  during  the  closing  hours  of 
.^fo  legislature  last  Saturday  and  is' 
now  ready  to  go  to  Governor  Caulfield, 
according  to  an  Associated  Press  dis¬ 
patch. 

According  to  President  Lamkin, 
while  no  money  for  the  building  and 
its  equipment  can  bo  secured  until  a 
year  from  next  July  and  then  only 
after  tlio  public  school  money  has  been 
released,  the  action  has  deep  signifi¬ 
cance  to  the  College  and  Maryville 
since  it  shows  that  tlio  need  for  the 
Training  School  building  has  been 
recognized.

Tho 
recommendations  will  be  tho  basis  upon 
which  the  “Y”  will  launch  projocts 
and  enforce  certain  rules  of  tho  organ¬ 
ization. 

Offi£»rs  for  tho  now  year  (April, 
]ji;}|  to  April,  1932)  have  boon  elected. 
Walter  Allen  was  re-oloctod  president, 
and  Glenn  Duncnn  was  rc-olcctod  socro- 
tar.v.  Norman  Clough  is  tho  now  vice- 
president,  succeeding  Burl  Zimmorman, 
who  graduates  this  year,  and  Albert 
Ilagan  is  the  new  treasurer,  succeeding 
Hrnust  0.  Reid,  who  also  graduates  this 
venr.  A.  .T.  Cauffield  and  Stophcn  G. 
LaWar  wero  rc-olected  sponsors.  O. 
jtyldng  Melius  was  selected  as  tho 
third  sponsor,  succeeding  W.  E.  Hold- 
ridge.  who  will  bo  on  leave  next  year. 

Committee  chairmen  have  boon  ap¬ 
pointed.  Clarence  Lloyd  will  assume 
charge  of  membership;  Arlio  Smith, 
social  service  activities,  and  Albort 
Hagan,  gospel  team  work. 

Representation  at  tho  International 
Convention  of  tho  Canadian  and  Ameri¬ 
can  V.  M.  C.  A.’s,  held  at  Cleveland, 
0.,  August.  4-9,  in  affiliation  with  tho 
World’s  Conference,  was  ono  of  the 
recommendations  accepted. 

Continuation  of  gospel  work  in  tho 
College  district,  organization  of  Hi-Y 
chilis  in  the  district,  contribution  of 
funds  to  the  state  and  national  student 
field  work,  continuation  .of  affiliation 
with  tho  state  and  national  organiza¬ 
tions,  holding  a  second  international 
fellowship  banquet,  observing  the  twen¬ 
ty-sixth  anniversary  next  year,  inviting 
tho  state  convention  of  tho  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
to  he  held  here  next  spring  and  holding 
a  “mixer”  for  all  men  students  of  the 
College  wero  among  some  of  the  other 
recommendations. 

One  of  the  uniquo  suggestions,  most 
favorably  received,  was  that  of  estab¬ 
lishing  international  correspondence 
with  foreign  boys.

0.  S.  is  iin  artist,  but  an  artist  with 
a  scientist's  dovotion  to  that  which  is 
methodically  arrangod,  else  wc  should 
never  linvo  known  Irun;  nnd  to  have 
been  catapulted  into  Madrid  without 
the  transitional  experience  of  Irun 1 
would  linvo  boon  like  plunging  into  an! 
orgy  of  main  courses  without  tho  cas-, 
ing  introduction  of  an  aperitif. 

No  two  Americans  could  liavo  been 1 
truer  to  their  national  prerogative  of 
efficiency  than  we,  in  our  determina¬ 
tion  to  waste  no  precious  timo  on  the 
meaningless  formalities  of  passing  the 
frontier.  Spanish  customs,  tho  more  ex¬ 
perienced  of  our  friends  had  told  us, 
wero  slow;  that  timo  was  something  to 
bo  cherished  was  an  idea  entirely  for¬ 
eign  to  tho  Spanish  mind;  tlmt  the 
American  who  would  know  Spain  must 
deny  his  tradition  and  turn  a  deaf  car 
to  tho  nagging  voico  of  his  puritanical 
conscience  which  demands  value  re¬ 
ceived  in  tho  matter  of  accomplishment 
for  every  hour  in  tho  day.  Good  advice, 
no  doubt,  and  well  meant,  but  wo  were 
not  ordinary  travelers.  Bid  wo  not  ap¬ 
proach  Europo'  intellectually  armed 
with  artistic  background  and  linguistic 
skill,  not  to  mention  tho  profound  peda¬ 
gogical  conviction  that  an  intelligent, 
educated  American  can  accomplish 
what  ho  will?  Wc  patted  ourselves  with 
pride  and  smiled  indulgently  at  tho 
paternal  conservatism  of  tho  Paris 
agent  who  had  pronounced  third  class 
in  Spain  impossible  for  ladles.  Little 
did  he  know  of  tho  resources  of  tho 
Amorican  woman.  Kindly  intent,  that 
of  the  Spaniard  at  Hendayc,  who  coun¬ 
selled  .staying. -tho. night,  at  Irun.  Not 
for  us.  We  sat  tho  unpadded  benches  of 
tho  third  class  coach  with  a  pleasing 
senso  of  superiority  to  environment.  A' 
conversational  dip  or  two  into  tho  vo¬ 
cabulary  of  collcgo  classes  was  suf-j 
ficient  to  curb  any  too  ardent  enthus- 
iasm  for  our  acquaintance.  As  for 
spending  tho  night  in  a  frontier  sta-1 
tion,  unnamod,  unclaimed  in  the  ac-J 
adornic  preparation  for  our  European 
oxporicnco,  wo  had  no  sucli  intention J 
Thirty  minutes  in  Irun  would  bo  ample 
for  tho  necessary  inspection  and  the  ] 
next  day,  with  its  purposed  program  of  j 
tho  Prado,  was  not  to  bo  disturbed.  | 

It  was  0.  S ’s.  suitcado  which  was  our  j 
undoing.  So  doos  tho  circumstance  that’ 
chances  change  all  the  tonor  of  our| 
way.  A  honking  goose  must  liavo  for- 
over  thrilled  tho  heart  of  a  grateful 
Roman.  Even  so,  I  lift  my  hand  in 
doforontial  salute  to  tho  bulging  lines 
and  deop  gravon  scars  of  that  battored 
vohiclo  of  travol  when  I  stumblo  upon 
it  in  somo  dim  cornor  of  tho  attic.  To 
mo  it  spoils  Irun,  and  Irun  moans 
mountains  that  como  down  to  moot  the 
son,  littio  fisliing  boats  with  their 
squirming,  gloaming  catch,  black-garb¬ 
ed  fishwives,  brown  legs  and  arms  of 
children  playing  in  tho  stroots,  shout¬ 
ing  in  somo  strango  polygot  of  French 
and  Spanish  and  Basquo,  tho  soft  trnns- 
lueonco  of  a  summer  moon  on  tho  white 
plnstor  walls  and  roundod  domo  of  Un¬ 
church  of  Nuostra  Sonora,  coolness  of 
morning  when  tho  air  is  washed  clonn 
by  soa  winds,  early  mass  in  tho  old 
Gothic  church  whoso  stonos  nro  worn 
by  conturioB  of  knooling,  whoso  air  of 
poaco  and  crodulous  faith  is  untouchod 
by  tho  press  of  modern  doubt.

are  as  essential  a  part  of  the  program 
as  Spanish  tortillas  and  hours  of  being 
buffeted  about  on  a  wooden  bench, 
fatiguing  ccountcrs  with  foreign  lo¬ 
quacity, -and  a  thermometer  that  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  vicinity  of  a  hundred  prop¬ 
erly  paved  the  way  for  the  deep  sleep 
into  which  wo  fell,  a  sleep  that  per¬ 
sisted  in  spito  of  the  buzzing  of  flies, 
the  rancid  smell  of  fish,  nnd  tho  con¬ 
stant  babel  of  strange  tongues  that 
rose  in  a  stream  from  tho  stroct. 

Into. our  consciousness  broke  sudden¬ 
ly  a,  strange,  high-pitched  voice,  rising 
in  mournful  cadcnco  before  it  fell  in 
a  long  lament.  What  was  it?  The  same 
cry,  tho  same  syllables,  the  same  inflec¬ 
tions  farther  down  tho  street.  From 
different  directions,  clearer  now  and 
intelligible,  came  the  monotonous 
chant,  “snrdinns  frescas,”  low  in  pitch 
on  tho  first  syllabic — sar, — mounting 
tho  scalo  on  di  and  nas,  reaching  its 
peak  on  fres,  with  a  long,  falling  di¬ 
minuendo  on  tho  final  tone.  It  beat  on 
one’s  brain  with  tho  insistence  of  an 
aboriginal  tomtom.  Ono  leap  to  the 
balcony  and  tho  explanation  was  clear. 
Up  the  streets  from  tho  wharves  came 
the  fishwives,  tall,  angular  Basquaises. 
with  long,  full  skirts  of  unvarying 
black,  hair  combed  slock  into  a  firm 
knot  at  the  back  of  tho  neck,  arms 
raised  as  they  balanced  lightly  on  their 
bonds  tho  broad,  flat  baskets  of  rush, 
full  of  flashing  fish.  The  long  light 
touched  tho  metallic  glint  of  scales  to 
a  faint  roso  and  gold,  and  as  they 
slipped  and  squirmed  in  tho  shallow 
baskets,  they  gleamed  like  jowels. 
Straight  from  the  boats  they  came, 
these  fishwives,  their  wares  still  wet 
with  tho  sea  and  something  of  its  spoil 
upon  them,  whilo  out  of  the  doorways 
flocked  the  housewives  to  scoop  up  the 
shining  fish  in  their  hands. 

But  fishwives,,  housewives,  eager 
children,  curious  tourists  stepped  sud¬ 
denly  nsido  ns  down  the  tortuous,  cob¬ 
bled  street  came  tho  native  equipage, 
a  heavy  cart  with  two  enormous  wheels, 
drawn  by  a  pair  of  tranquil,  yellow 
oxen,  goat  skins  swinging  over  their 
eyes.  Grave  they  wero  and  patient 
under  the  burden  of  their  heavy  yoke. 
Steadily,  soborly,  they  went  about  their 
work,  work  unchanged  in  centurios, 
untouched,  uncontaminated  by  the 
whirr  and  hurry  of  a  machino-mndo  so¬ 
ciety.  A  littio  old  woman  from  tho  hills 
came  jogging  along,  nstride  an  infini¬ 
tesimal  donkey.  On  either  side  her 
diminutivo  steed  hung  liugo  cans  of 
fresh  milk,  from  which  siio  filled  the 
dippers  extended  to  hor.  Hor  tanned, 
leathery  face  was  seamed  nnd  lined 
like  a  net  but  hor  shrewd  eyes  wore 
umlimmed  and  hor  shrill  voico  roso  in 
defenso  of  her  own.  Small  boys  np- 
proachod  bar  donkey’s  hools  at  their 
own  risk  for  if,  in  tho  delightful  leth¬ 
argy  of  ft  momont’a  pauso,  tho  tiny 
creature  refused  to  lift  a  foot  in  pro¬ 


test  to  their  testing,  be  sure  tho  old 
Woman  ’a  tongue  ctirriiid  u  quirt  ns 
sharp  in  its  Inshing  ns’j  any  whip.  The 
streets  were  full  of  -human  sounds, 
children  si, outing  nt  piny,  n  screaming 
baby  too  small  to  keep'  up  with  the 
others,  hawkers  crying  tlicir  wnres,  tin 
or -driver  with  his  throaty  commands, 
the  strident  tones  of  the  milk  vender, 
a.  strange  discordant  symphony  that 
drew  as  it  repelled.  Tho  air  was  Btifllng. 
ilot,  oil  and  frying  fish  and  sweating 
humanity  exuded  their  odors  in  a  Btag 
goring  conglomeration.  It  was  that  mo 
meat  at  tho  end  of  a  hot  dny  when 
nature  seems  still,  beset  with  a  para- 
b  zing  lassitude.  Tho  sea  sent  forth  no 
freslinesS.  Tho  mountains  guarded  their 
coolness  jealously.  Strango  and  aloof 
they  seemed  at  tho  end  of  tho  wnndcr- 
ing>  streets,  like  sentinels  that  frowned 
disdainfully  on  tho  suffoenting  little 
town. 

Night  came  and  dinner,  announced 
for  eight,  in  truo  Spanish  fashion  was 
served  at  ton.  A  tortilla,  n  broiled 
chicken,  fresh  sardines  fried  in  olive 
oil,  roast  beef  npepared  ono  after  an¬ 
other.  How  long  could  Amorican  capac¬ 
ity  withstand  such  an  onslaught? 
Thanks  to  the  spirit  of  Yallcy  Forgo 
and  San  Juan  Hill  and  Bclicau  Wood, 
wo  roso  to  that  dinner  In  tho  best  form 
wo  could  muster  and  achieved  nt  least 
a  partial  victory, 

Tho  consequence  was  wliat  might  be  j 
expected,  a  sublimated,  introspective 
melancholy,  tinged  by  a  sentimentalism 
that  was  wholly  gustatory.  The  States 
seemed  very  far  away.  Land  and  lang¬ 
uage  and  people  wero  strango.  Why  did 
ono  left vo  the  known  pleasures  of  home 
in  quest  of  adventure?  Madrid,  Toledo, 
Seville, .  Granada,  how  uninviting  they 
sounded  and  how  impossibly  remote 
they  seemed.  Into  that  roverio  came 
without  a  warning  a  confident  voice. 

' '  Good  evening,  ladies,  how  liavo  you 
onjoyed  your  dinner?”,  and  one  Ralph 
Simpson,  onco  of  Sherry's,  lato  of  the 
Freneh  Infantry,  and  now  chef  of  the 
Hotel  do  Franco  of  Irnn,  stood  before 
us.  His  Amorican  father  spoke  in  hi- 
name  and  his  speech,  but  nothing  less 
than  n  French  mother,  could  have  ac¬ 
counted  for  the  quirk  of  his  mustache 
and  the  jaunty  set  of  his  cook’s  cap. 
He  know  New  York  nnd  Chicago.  He 
knew  Sherry’s  from  the  point  of  view 
of  its  holy  of  holicrf,  its  cuiBine.  W 
knew  it  by  reputation  and  from  having 
gazed  with  longing  through  its  win¬ 
dows,  but  for  the  timo  being  we  com¬ 
muned  in  tho  democratic  bond  of  a 
common  tongue.  For  us  tho  chicken 
broiled  to  a  turnl  For  us  the  fresh 
sardines!  For  us,  too,  tho  extra  touches 
to  the  tortilla! ,  No  international  dele¬ 
gate  ever  basked  in  tho  warmth  of 
a  greater  importance  than  wo  in  tho 
consciousness  of  that  culinary  triumph, 
in  our  honor  and  for  us  alone. 

Again  into  tho  street  wc  went,  but 
into  n  street  transformed.  Gono  were 
the  crowds',  the  noises,  the  smells.  Irun 
was  fast  asleep  and  as  she  slept,  the 
wind  washed  her  streets  with  air  that 
was  sweet.  The  moon  touched  her  with 
magic,  veiling  her  old  houses  in  soften¬ 
ed  light,  giving  them  grace  nnd  beauty. 
A  bedraggled,  wrinkled  old  woman  by 
day,  siio  bad  becomo  by  night  a  lovoiy 
lady,  enriched  by  her  past,  crowned 
by  hor  age,  hallowed  by  time.  Dirt  and 
ugliness  had  no  cxistonco  here.

David  Lu  Speaks  In 
Assembly,  April  29 

A  brilliant  and  gentlemanly  little 
Chinese  young,  limn  by  tho  name  of 
David  Lu,  made  his  appcaranco  on  the 
Collego  campus  last  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ing,  April  29,  and  spoko  on  conditions 
ia  his  native  country  before  tho  Col- 
luge  faculty,  board  of  regonts,  and  the 
student  body,  at  tho  rogular  10:00 
regular  10:00  o’clock  assombly  hour. 

Mr.  Lu,  who  is  twenty-fiur  years  of 
age,  and  who  weighs  exactly  ono-hun- 
ilred-soven  and  one-lmlf  pounds,  is  a 
graduate  of  a  Chinese  Univorsity,  but 
he  is  now  a  student  at  tho  University 
of  Missouri.  Mr.  Lu  wus  born 
in  Now  York,  which  accounts  for 
his  ability  to  speak  the  English  lang- 
uago  so  fluently.  Ho  has  spent  tho  Inst 
several  years  in  China,  coming  to  Ame¬ 
rica  last  full  to  onroll  in  tho  school  of 
Journalism,  at  tho  University,-  from 
which  he  hopes  to  be  griuluatod  next 
January. 

Concerning  his  great  country  which 
covers  four  million  square  miles  of  ter¬ 
ritory  and  in  which  four  to  fivo  hun- 
droil  million  peopto  are  striving  to  livo, 
Davis  Lu  said,  f'War  has  boon  the 
greatest  eurso  of  tho  country.”  War 
has  boon  allowed  to  porstst  chiefly,  on 
account  of  tho  lack  of  a  Btrong  cqn- 
tralizcd  government  or  n  strong  contrnl 
military  loader  according  to  tho  speak¬ 
er. 

Mr.  Lu  said  that  Chinn  is  striving 
for  political  equality,  oeonomic  devel¬ 
opment,  and  for  tho  respect'  of  othor 
nations,  with  equal  tariff  rights,  and 
with  local  civic  control.  Tho  spoukor 
pointed  out  tlio  brightor  sido  of  tho 
Chinese  situation,  saying  that  tho  na¬ 
tion  was  bonding  efforts  to  stamp  out 
Illiteracy,  and  that  conditions  wero  not 
as  bad  as  many  of  tho  metropolitan 
papers  linvo  led  Americans  and  others' 
to  boliovo.
